Healthfal and Helpful Costumes M ere
In Favor Now Than Ever

One of the most gratifying signa of
progeess is the -.u-nnm‘] awakening in re-
gard to school dress. 1t has heretofore
beon considered enough to discourage a
lavish display of jewelry, but a girl could
be thinly elad in cold weather; she could
change from thick wool to thin silk; she
oould encase her artms in skin-tight aleeves
and pull her dresses together within a
q'unrter of an inch of her life—and no one
thought of protesting against her folly,
But gymnnstica in school have accom.
plished something; they have esfablished
the fact that with ordinary dress the girl
cannot raise or use her nrms, and it has
at lnst dawned upon teathers and intelli-
gont mothers that she ought to be able
to use them elsewhera than in the gym-
nasium. The principal of one of thoe most
fashionable schools in Now Y&k will not
permiv her pupils to wear a dress of any
miaterial save wool or cotton—the former
in winter, the latter in mild weonthor, if
thay choose. A girl wearing a velvet suit
one day was sent home with o message
that her dress must be clinnged to one
adapted for sehool wear.  The mother of
the girl returned with o reply that it was
w lnst yoar's suit which must be utilized
or it would be out grown.  The tencher
was inflexible,  She said the school room
was no place for cast off finery; thiat the
moral offect was bad and the tinal vesult
worse than the present loss,  The lesson
was 4 salvtary one,

A sphool in Massachusetts recommends
to it 200 virl students a sensible school
dress of which the following are some of
the features: Firat, it 1s to consist of
single layers of clothing, so that warmth
shall be equally distributed over the budy.
Secondly, it should be sufficiently loose
not to impose restrictiona upon the free
and active use of the muscles,  Third,
tho material should be soft, unexciting in
color and undistinguishable in pattern.
Fourth, the design should suggest rather
than outline the figure, unless the mate-
rial is elastic, and should be divided into
few parts in order to be froe from distrac-
tions. Fifth, it should avoid whatever is
unnecessnry or that takes time and
strength that could be better put wmto
work or play,

The combination undergarment of
knitted wool or ¢otton, or Loth, the skirt
of pleated wool attached to a lining waist
cut with a spring over the hip, and a
polonaise or a woolen *‘jeraey” supplics
all the requirements for such & dress. If
the polonnise 15 employed, the lining
waist may be extended so as to require
only o deep pleated flounce of the wool
to bring it to the length of the walking
skivt, thus rendering it lighter and
cheaper,

The polonaise should be pleated at the
back, a part of the fullness taken out of
the waist and cut with a whole sack front
which could be belted in. The sleoves
should be cut very high and somewhat
full at the top, so as to surround the
arm at the seckst and allow free move-
ment.  All dress skirts made of wool
should be attached to a lining waist, as
this equalizes both warmth and weight,
